IS ‘MISTAKE’ 
FLIER CLAIMS 


Asserts Lease-Lend Bill Is 
One More Step Away 
From Democracy 


SAYS HEMISPHERE 
IS STRONG ENOUGH 


Even U. S., Britain Could 
Not Win On Present 
Basis, His View 


(B y A ssociated P resa) 
WASHINGTON. Jan. 23.—Colonel 
Charles A. Lindbergh flatly asserted 
tcday that even a combination of 
the United States and Great Britain 
could not win the European war 
“on the present basis’’ and he urged 
a “negotiated peace.” 
The famous flier told the house 
foreign affairs committee th at he 
did not believe th at “anything short 
of war or beyond war” would win 
Hie struggle unless there was a col­ 
lapse behind the lines of one side 
or the other. 
Calls B ritish Aid M istake 
He said he believed the stand of 
“the American people” in favor of 
aiding the British “was a mistake." 
And he declared he was opposed 
to the lease-lend bill for British 
aid because it was "a step away 
from democracy” and “one more 
step closer ito war.” 
Entrance into any foreign war, 
Lindbergh said, should be avoided, 
for regardless of w hat happened 
abroad this country’ and this hemi­ 
sphere are “strong enough” to pro­ 
tect themselves. He advocated es­ 
tablishm ent of a string of air oases 
by this country and the creation of 
an air force of about 10,000 first 
line planes and an equal number 
of reserves, exclusive of trainers. 
Much a force, he said, would “in- 
sura American security.”

Across the chan­ 
nel, the British were reassuring 
one 
another that 
business would go on as usual. 
W hat happened is current history, too recent to 
mention. 
Its also too recent to forget. 
France fell, 
as it was doomed to fall by Its own internal weak­ 
ness and the failure of its ally, G reat Britain, to 
understand in time what the war was about. 
The 
United States woke up with a cry of alarm alien it 
looked as though Britain might fall, too. 
Yes, ifs too recent to forget. "You would be more 
alarmed at the prospect of your own danger if we 
fell," said Premier 
Reynaud 
prophetically 
to an 
American correspondent 
weeks 
before Germany’s 
spring drive began, explaining th at Nazi strength 
had been underestimated. 
Yet today. British ability 
to offset Nazi strength is providing a false sense of 
security. 
America still isn t preparing to face the 
worst. 
It is hoping, instead, for the best 
Hope isn't enough. 
The whole post-war world, 
outside the aggressor nations, was built on hope that 
aggression wouldn’t materialize. In the United States, 
isolationists are still hoping 
that 
Germany won't 
win, that Japan won’t win. or that if they do win 
they will want to be friendly with the United States, 
or that if they prove unfriendly 
the 
United States 
will be able to makp friends with Japan, or that if 
it has to stand alone—130.000,000 against 800.000,000— 
it will pull a miracle and evade the consequences of 
not facing that eventuality when it still had a fight­ 
ing chance to save itself. 


THOUGHT FOR THE TIMES 
Inflation, as little children now know as well as 
they know their own names, is what happens when 
demand is greater than supply. 
Therefore, tile way 
to prevent inflation is to keep the demand from be­ 
coming greater than the supply. 
Specifically, the way to keep prices from rising in 
a war boom is to keep the buying pubMc from de­ 
manding more things than can be readily furnished. 
The obvious way to do this is 
to 
keep the buying 
public from getting money 
into 
its 
hands 
more 
rapidly than the agencies of supply can take up the 
slack 
Taxation seems to be the answer—taxation to take 
Ult; fruits of the war boom away from the public to 
finance government spending. Thus it is betag pro­ 
posed seriously by thoughtful experts that national 
defense should be put on a pay-as-you-go basts, even 
though that would mean actual hardship for those 
who do the paying. 
At the same time, it is being 
proposed th at all local government cut expenses to 
ease the burden. 
This would entail reversing what Is perhaps the 
first rule of political survival, which is never to vote 
against an appropriation or for a tax bill. Legislators 
have hung on for years by following th at rule. The 
mere suggestion now that they should reverse it to 
save the country, instead 
of 
themselves, 
must be 
shocking them beyond measure.

Either the purpose is to make a gesture to the 
British working people whose morale will be the de­ 
ciding factor in the war, or the Democrats had to 
raid the opposition party to find a man to send to 
the scene of Armageddon.

It seems entirely possible th at President Roosevelt 
when reviewing his eventful years as chief executive 
may count public interest in tile campaign against 
infantile paralysis among the greatest accomplish­

Though it required no legislation anti was 
entirely voluntary from the outset, there can be no 
doubt now that long after some things which seemed 
more im portant at the time have been forgotten the 
spirit of the "march of dimes’’ still will be vital.

embargo”

been at a standstill since O rt 22 
It was added that 
the next move was up to the Muscovites. 
One reason for the hitch, in my view, Is that 
there is a very considerable hostility to Russia among 
conservative Britons because of fear of Communism. 
They refuse to accept the Soviet claim th at Com­ 
munism is the highest form of democracy, but view 
it as a subversive influence which has been trying to 
sabotage the British government since the early days 
of Bolshevism, 
The * nu day th at the Anglo-Russian hitch was 
announced, the British government also banned the 
Communist newspaper. The Daily Worker. Tile paper 
was accused of “systematic publication calculated to 
foment opposition 
to 
prosecution of the war to a 
successful issue.” 
Just to round out the picture, the Soviet yesterday 
reaffirmed its policy of neutrality. This is to be in­ 
sured “by indefatigable strengthening of the economic 
and defense capacity of the country ” 
Russia may be said to hold tile balance of power 
in the European dispute. 
T hat’s why both sides are 
trying to gAin her support.

This may be 
due to sensitization of Hie patient 
with his own nasal bacteria but, in I

infectious material from rive nose, 
past the glottis, into the bronchial 
tubes. In my experience, this is a 
after a cold 


Ion* drawn-out process and may 
well begin in childhood with sinus 
infection at th at period of life. 
All the more reason, therefore, for 
early diagnosis and treatm ent at 
the stage where it can be success­ 
ful. 
I say this with emphasis because 
the lung complications of chronic 
sinus trouble once established are 
, very resistent to treatm ent. 
The 
asthm a wliich results from this is 
the worst form of asthm a. 
Many 
people later in life are invalids on 
account of chronic infection of the 
bronchial tubes with absorption of 
toxic m aterial constantly going on, 
I coughing and expectoration. They 
are always thin, have no appetite, 
are subject to 
drafts, 
and 
cold 
weather makes them very uncom­ 
fortable and they, as the saying 
is, “catch cold’’ repeatedly and very 
1 easily. 
Treatm ent of these cases is best I 
; accomplished by removing them to 
I a mild climate 
and

, material will drain out. This should 
be done two or three times a day.
